It would have been imp ossible, the 
witnesses said, for Colonel Roosevelt 
ever to have been under the influence 
of liquor without the fact becoming 
known to hiB associates. 
It would have been equally imp os­ 
sible, they testified, for him to have 
drunk liquor with any regularity with­ 
out the smell of it on his breath be­ 
ing ap p arent to his friends. 
Colonel Ap p ears Pleased. 
Throughout the hearing of the case, 
in which the former p resident is su­ 
ing for $ 10,000 damages because of 
the p ublication last October of an edi­

drunk, 
Colonel

mony of former members of his cab­

Finance Committee of Senate, It Is Re­ 
p orted, Is Making Over the Under­ 
wood Bill, Which Is Not at All Pleas­ 
ing to the House, Where Measure 
Was Prep ared and Put Through.

29.—[Sp ecial. ]— 
Several im p ortant tariff engagements 
have been fought in the senate—sham 
battles, however, as they were evident­ 
ly staged affairs—and up to date there 
have been no serious results. There 
will be more of this p reliminary skir­ 
mishing before the bill Is rep orted to 
the senate. 
Meanwhile the finance 
committee is hard at work making over 
the bill. 
At least, that is understood 
by those on the outside. 
This making over p rocess will not be 
very agreeable to the members of the 
house who p rep ared and p ut the bill 
through, even If there nre not many 
changes in rates. 
The house still 
thinks It has rights in the m atter of 
revenue legislation, although they have 
been largely usurp ed by th© senate in 
all tariff bills for more than a quarter 
of u century. 
The Fire In ths Rear. 
The Rep ublicans hat-e been success­ 
ful In at least one p art of their tariff 
camp aign. They have been able to stir 
up a great deal of fire in the rear of 
the Democratic majority. 
Protests of 
all kinds and from various p eop le in­ 
terested nre coming to Washington on 
every mail. Of course the m anufactur­ 
ers nre most numerously rep resented 
in these p rotests, but there is a fair 
p rop ortion from the farming and labor 
interests. 
One reason why it was announced 
that the dep artment of commerce p ro­ 
p osed to investigate the reduction of 
wages by concerns which charged such 
reductions to the tariff was to fore­ 
stall the comp laints of workingmen of 
threatened reductions. 
It Is a Real Task. 
There are many 
Democrats 
who 
wish they did uot hnve to frame a 
tariff bill. 
"Just think bow hard we 
struggled for four years to bring all 
this trouble up on us!” remarked one 
with a sense of humor. 
"All the time 
we were working for the jieop le and 
seeking p ower in order to give the 
p eop le relief. 
And now we nre afraid 
that some of us will ‘get It in the neck’ 
by the p eop le if we p ut through this 
tariff bill.” 
Shutting Off Debate. 
Old timers were somewhat amused 
at the p rop osition which some of the 
newer senators p rop ose in order to 
p revent an interminable debate on the 
tariff. 
It is uot to be cloture, but a 
change In the rules which will allow 
the majority to close debate. The dif­ 
ference is that between tweedledum 
and tweedledee. 
Whether it is the 
p revious question or n rule which will 
allow the majority to close the debate, 
it is all one and the same thing. Only 
when n majority votes for the p re­ 
vious question is debate closed. 
But it is only a p assing fancy, 
if 
the Democratic majority in the senate 
should wait until n rule is adop ted to 
dose debate liefore it takes up the 
tariff the tariff would wait until next 
session. 
Burleson Is Busy. 
The long list of p ostotflce ap p oint­ 
ments sent to the senute every week 
by the p resident shows that Postm as­ 
ter General Burleson is busy.

In British Columbia, no less th&a 
in California, feeling against the set­ 
tlem ent of Jap anese and Chinese la 
strong, says the Standard. 
Australian democracy has Its ow i 
decided views 011 the subject, even if 
the danger of a Jap anese Invasion is 
not great. 
BuL the p ap er adds, the p recedent 
of unrestricted admission would bs 
dangerous should awakening Chins 
demand the same p rivileges, becausn 
a Chinese is a most efficient machine, 
and 
has 
learned 
through a grimy 
struggle for existence in his own 
overp op ulated country the secret of 
subsisting on a minimum. 
’T hese considerations,” the p ap er 
continues, “should be hom e in mind 
when the Jap anese talk indignantly of 
the California attitude as an insult 
to their nation. The Jap anese, if they 
have undergone a self examination, 
must be conscious that race feeling 
p lays no small p art in their attitudn 
towards the foreigner. 
"No p eop le alin more successfully 
to squeeze out foreigners who 
a m 
striving 
to 
make a 
living 
among 
them.” 
The Jap anese, therefore, are advised 
to go slow in making an issue of thn 
race question, which If allowed to de­ 
velop would oblige Jap an eventually 
to face the United W estern world. 
“It is unthinkable,” 
the Sta nda rd 
says In conclusion," that Great Britain 
could view with Indifference any dis­ 
p osition on the p art of her p resent 
allies to attack America. Between the 
p eop le of the great rep ublic and our­ 
selves there are the ties of blood a nd 
common interests which could, under 
no circumstances, be disregarded."

George A. Newctt. a newspaper own­ 
er at Ishpeming. Mich., that the for­ 
mer president not only Is not a drunk­ 
ard. but that he Is notably temperate 
In the use of intoxicants. 
It would have been impossible, the 
witnesses said, for Colonel Roosevelt 
ever to have been under the influence 
of liquor without the fact becoming 
known to his associates. 
It would have been equally Impos­ 
sible, they testified, for him to have 
drunk liquor with any regularity w ith­ 
out the smell of it on his breath be­ 
ing apparent to his friends. 


Colonel Appears Pleased. 


Throughout the hearing of the case, 
in which the former president Is su­ 
ing for $ i0,000 damages because of 
the publication last October of an edi­ 
torial 
charging 
him 
with 
getting 
drunk. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
listened 
with evident satisfaction to the testi­ 
mony of former members of his cab­ 
inet 
and of 
newspaper men. 
Fre­ 
quently his face lighted up with a 
smile as some Incident of his cam­ 
paigns or hunting trips was related. 
Once Colonel Roosevelt gave vent 
to an audible chuckle. That was when 
Robert 
Bacon, former 
secretary 
of 
state, In telling of his acquaintance 
with members of the Roosevelt fam ily, 
said the colonel was the father of five 
children, although the former presi­ 
dent is the father of 
six. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt's sense of humor was awak­ 
ened at once by this lapse of Mr. Ba­ 
con’s memory and the hearty chuckle 
which he vainly tried to smother in 
his hand came under a ripple of laugh­ 
ter about the courtroom. 


Many Women in Balconies. 


Fo r about six hours of testimony 
taken or argument bv attorneys Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt occupied his chaif just 
back of his counsel. He sat sometimes 
tilted back against the railing, twitch 
ing his watch chain, and occasionally 
casting the glints of his thick eye­ 
glasses toward the balconies crowded 
with women, and sometimes leaning 
forward to whisper to his attorneys. 
The witnesses were Mr. Bacon, Tru­ 
man H. Newberry, formerly secretary 
of the navy; John Callan O’Laughlin, 
a Washington newspaper correspond­ 
ent; 
Lucius F. Curtis, a New York 
newspaper man, and Gilson Gardner, 
a newspaper man, who after having 
testified the day before, was recalled. 
The same question was put to each 
witness, “ have you ever known Mr. 
Roosevelt to be under the Influence of 
liquor?” or "have you ever smelled 
liquor on Mr. Roosevelt’s breath?” and 
the answer invariably was negative. 


Important Ruling Made. 


The proceedings were marked by an 
important ruling by Judge Richard C. 
Flannigan, which in the introduction 
of evidence by the defense w ill have 
the effect of excluding certain kinds of 
hearsay testimony. 
This ruling came 
after a prolonged argument, during 
which the jurors were excluded from 
the room and after allies for Colonel 
Roosevelt had urged the exclusion ot 
a certain kind of testimony, which

Several important tariff engagements 
have been fought In the senate—sham 
battles, however, as they were evident­ 
ly staged affairs—and up to date there 
have been no serious results. 
There 
will be more of this prelim inary skir­ 
mishing before the bill Is reported to 
the senate. 
Meanwhile the finance 
committee is hard at work making over 
the bill. 
A t least, that Is understood 
by those on the outside. 
This making over process w ill not be 
very agreeable to the members of the 
house who prepared and put the bill 
through, even lf there are not many 
changes in 
rates. 
The 
house still 
thinks it has rights In the matter of 
revenue legislation, although they have 
been largely usurped by tho senate In 
all tariff bills for more than a quarter 
of a century. 


The Fire In the Rear. 


The Republicans hate been success­ 
ful In at least one part of their tariff 
campaign. 
They have been able to stir 
up a great deal of fire in the rear of 
the Democratic majority. 
Protests of 
all kinds and from various people In­ 
terested are coming to Washington on 
every mail.

A uburn prison. Colonel Scott w as ap­ 
pointed superintendent of prisons after 
u successful adm inistration, covering 
more than ten y ears, of the affairs of 
th e Elm ira reform atory . He w as con­ 
sidered one of tho forem ost penologists 
in the country - 
President T aft sum ­ 
moned Colonel Scott to W ashington to 
preside over the international confer­ 
ence on prison reform bekl there two 
y ears ago. Mr. Blake in Ids report as­ 
sails Colonel Scott bitterly and say s 
flatly th a t be has done nothing to earn 
his reputation. 
Mr. Blake asserts th a t t>eeause of in­ 
fluence ex erted by men well know n in 
various w alks of life money has been 
w rung from persons seeking clemency 
for prisoners, but in some cases the 
favors bought w are “not delivered.” 
T he com m issary departm ent of the 
prison, according to Mr. Blake, “Is run 
along incom petent If uot dishonest 
lines. T here is crim inal carelessness If 
not dow nright grafting. Signs th a t this 
is the cose stick out as plentifully as 
q uills on the back of a frightened por­ 
cupine." 
John 8 . Kennedy , w arden of Sing 
Sing, is charged by Mr. Blake w ith 
having violated the law. 
“He has i>er- 
m ltted the creation and continuance of 
unbusinesslike m ethods,” say s the re­ 
port, “and has cuused the stute to lose 
thousands of dollars in a way that 
points directly to graft. 
lie has made 
no attem pt to protect th e Inm ates from 
disease and vice nor any effort to pro 
duce better conditions In this prison.’’ 
Mr. Blake say s he w as told stories, 
am ply corroborated, of such frightful 
character as to appeal to the most un­ 
feeling persou. The cells on the ground 
floor, he say s, drip w ith m oisture, so 
th ut the inm ates in m any cases have 
become victim s of chronic rheum atism . 
Many pages of tho report are devoted 
to a criticism of the Industrial depart­ 
m ent of the prison. 
Mr. Blake say s 
th a t there has l>een u constant do 
crease In the profits, which have drop­ 
ped from $70,741) In the first six m onths 
of 1010 to $30.052 in the first six 
m onths of 1012. 
In the course of his Investigation of 
the com m issary departm ent of the pris­ 
on Mr. ItlMke say s thut, according t<> 
the records, 4i59 pounds of l>ocf went to 
W arden K ennedy ’s table during tin* 
month of Murch. 
Com m enting geuer 
ally on the conduct of this departm ent 
of the prison, Mr. Blake say s he found 
enorm ous w aste, while the prisoners, 
as a rule, were underfed.

Albany.—1“Stories of torture of pris­ 
oners in the middle ages sound like de­ 
scriptions of luxuries In comparison to 
the tales that have been told me of tile 
lives that some of the prisoners in Bing 
Sing live.” 
This indictment of New York state’s 
oldest penal institution is embodied in 
the report made by George W. Blake 
of New York, a special commissioner 
appointed by Governor Sulzer to inves­ 
tigate prison affairs. 
The worst feature—that dealing with 
the morals of the convicts—Mr. Blake 
says cannot be discussed in a pub'ic 
document, but should be called to the 
immediate attention of those compe­ 
tent to deal with the situation.

The prison cells, he 
says, are dark, small, damp, filthy and 
inflated with vermin.

tertalnment within the cutup at the 
battlefield.

COLONEL JOSEPH F. SOOTT. 
Auburn prison. Colonel Scott was ap­ 
pointed superintendent of prisons after 
a successful administration, covering 
more than ten years, of the affairs of 
the Elmira reformatory. He was con­ 
sidered one of tho foremost penologists 
in the country- President Taft sum­ 
moned Colonel Scott to Washington to 
preside over the international confer­ 
ence on prison reform held there two 
years ago. Mr. Blake in his report as­ 
sails Colonel Scott bitterly and says 
flatly that he has done nothing to earn 
his reputation. 
Mr. Blake asserts that because of in­ 
fluence exerted by men well knowm In 
various walks of life money has been 
wrung from persons seeking clemency 
for prisoners, but in some cases the 
favors bought were “not delivered.” 
The commissary department of the 
prison, according to Mr. Blake, “Is run 
along lncomiietent if not dishonest 
lines. There is criminal carelessness if 
not downright grafting. Signs that this 
is the case stick out as plentifully as 
quills on the back of a frightened por­ 
cupine." 
John S. Kennedy, warden of Sing 
Sing, is charged by Mr. Blake with 
having violated the law. “He has per­ 
mitted the creation and continuance of 
unbusinesslike methods,” says the re­ 
port, “and has caused the state to lose 
thousands of dollars in a way that 
points directly to graft. Ile has made 
no attempt to protect the inmates from 
disease and vice nor any effort to pro 
duce better conditions in this prison.” 
Mr. Blake says he w’as told stories, 
amply corroborated, of such frightful 
character as to appeal to the most un­ 
feeling person. The cells on the ground 
floor, he says, drip with moisture, sc 
that the inmates in many cases have 
become victims of chronic rheumatism. 
Many pages of the report are devoted 
to a criticism of the industrial depart­ 
ment of the prison. 
Mr. Blake says 
that there has been a constant de­ 
crease In the profits, which have drop­ 
ped from $70,749 In the first six months 
of 1910 to $30,052 in the first six 
months of 1912. 
In the course of his investigation of 
the commissary department of the pris­ 
on Mr. Blake says that according to 
the records, 409 pounds of beef went to 
Warden Kennedy’s table (luring the 
month of March. Commenting gener­ 
ally on the conduct of this department 
of the prison. Mr. Blake says he found 
enormous w’aste, while the prisoners, 
as a rule, were underfed.

have inherited much of his special 
aptitude from his father, who was a 
Spanish ambassador and diplomat of 
high ability. 
Young Merry del Val. after studying 
In England, finished his education at 


the Academy of the Noble Ecclesias­ 
tics In Home. 
He was u p d a te d to a 
position In the entourage of Pope Leo 
and a short time later was sent to Can­ 
ada on u diplomatic mission. 
Ile was created a domestic prelate 
March 13. 1S97. and two years later 
was elected president of the academy 
where he had finished his education. 
In less than another year he was made 
a titular archbishop, enjoying that 
rank, although he did not actually con­ 
duct the affairs of an archdiocese. 
In 1900 he was Pope Leo’s represent­ 
ative at the coronation of King Ed­ 
ward of England. Not long after that

sity of Wisconsin. 
Joining the fresh­ 
man class in the y ear 1865, tak ing a 
literary course, he attained the de­ 
gree of Bachelor of Philosop hy in the 
summer of the y ear 1868. 
Up on the 
comp letion of this university course, 
he again rep aired to the city of Ber­ 
lin, where he read law in the office 
of Messrs. Wheeler & Waring, who 
were p rominent attorney s of that day . 
In the y ear 1871, at the age of twen­ 
ty -eight, he was admitted to the bar, 
and in October of that y ear came to 
Brainerd, at that time look ed up on as 
a border town, where he was de­ 
stined to achieve success as a lawy er 
and to attain notable distinction in 
official life. 
The industry and ener­ 
gy in business which characterized 
his later y ears were consp icuous in 
his early efforts in the p ractice of 
law. 
It was inevitable that his will­ 
ingness to labor and his p ractical 
q ualities of mind should cause the cit­ 
izens of the city and county of his 
residence to call him into official ser­ 
vice. 
In January 197?, be became county 
attorney , was re-elected many times, 
and remained in that office continu­ 
ously , with the ex cep tion of two y ears, 
until January 1889. 
In other words, 
during the first seventeen y ears of 
his residenoe In this city he held the 
p osition of county attorney fifteen 
y ears. 
Prior to February 24, 1871, Crow 
Wing county was in the seventh Ju­ 
dicial district, as then constituted .be­ 
ing one of the central counties there­ 
in, and attached to Morrison county 
for record and judicial p urp oses. On 
that date a law was enacted to p ro­ 
vide for and establish general terms 
of court in Crow Wing county . 
An 
act of the legislature, p aae-d March 
f, 1S74, detached from the old seventh 
district the counties then k nown as 
Aitk in, Beck er, Beltrami, Clay , Carl­ 
ton, Cass, Crow Wing, Itasca, Lak e, 
Pembina, Polk , Saint Louis, Traverse 
and Wadena, and defined them as 
/constituting the eleventh judicial 
district. 
By an Act of March 8, 1887, 
the fifteenth judicial district was 
established, comp rising the six coun 
ties of Aitk in, Cass, Crow Wing, Hub­ 
bard, Itasca and Wadena. 
Provision 
was therein made for the first elec 
tion of a judge in the fall of the y ear 
1888, the p osition being filled in the 


interim by an ap p ointee of the Gover­ 
nor. 
In November 1888, County Attor­ 
ney Holland was elected judge of the 
fifteenth district, and held the office 
during the following twelve y ears, 
having been re-elected in 1894. 
Thus it will be seeu that during 
the forty -two y ears of bis career in 
this community nearly two-thirds of 
that time was given to official life. 
At the time of his death, and dur­ 
ing several y ears p rior thereto. Judge 
Holland was p resident of the local 
bar association. 
In addition to the foregoing an­ 
nals, the members of the bar associa­ 
tion desire to ex p ress, in brief terms, 
their ap p reciation of a long and use­ 
ful life, ended all too soon in sudden 
and startling tragedy . 
All the duties falling to County 
Attorney Holland were p erformed 
with fidelity , with unflagging zeal 
and with fairness to all whom he en­ 
countered in his varied official ac­ 
tivities. 
All the duties falling to 
Judge Holland, up on his elevation to 
the bench, were fully met by him with 
courage, with p atience, and with all 
the mental vigor at his command. 
Much of the history of his services 
for the p ublic is a m atter of record 
and may be scannea or studied by the 
living. 
The history of his p rivate life, lik e 
that of most othp r men, in the best 
s>ense of the p hase, can never be fully 
written. 
Most of his charitable acts 
will never be k nown by the p eop le at 
large. 
Many of his k ind words and 
deeds will be k nown and remembered 
only by those whom he befriended. 
Although at times necessarily severe 
as p rosecuting attorney , he was not 
vindictive. 
To the best of his abili­ 
ty , under try ing circumstances, he 
endeavored to be fair. 
Whilst he 
recognized the dignity of his judicial 
office, he loved to mingle with the 
common p eop le and enjoy ed the so­ 
ciety of his chosen friends. 
He never 
p retended to be different than he was, 
or to fill any station he did not oc­ 
cup y . 
He abhorred sham and p re­ 
tense. 
By nature and by choice he 
was truly democratic. 
He was es­ 
sentially on' of the p eop le. 
He loved 
freedom. 
He reverenced 
the bene­ 
ficence of p olitical liberty . 
In the 
tvalk s of dally life, he was a genial, 
comp anionable man. 
The once active brain is no more 
troubled by the earthly p roblem. The 
once p owerful hand 
is 
still. 
His 
work is done. 
The individual being 
whom most of us k new and called 
by name, has gone to final rep ose. He 
sleep s. 
Calmly , q uietly , In tranq uili­ 
ty , in p eace, may he rest.

T he discovery of a prehistoric hu­ 
m an skeleton in E ngland m ay throw 
much light on a very obscure period 
in th e form ation of the world and tho 
developm ent of civilization.

eton w as found nenr the village of 
H ailing, on th e w est bank of the M ed­ 
w ay. 
H ow it 
was 
unearthed and 
w hat value it may have in the solution 
o f certain problem s wus explained re­ 
cently a t a m eeting of the fellows of 
th e Royal A nthropological institute. 
The im portance o f the discovery lies 
not in the actual light it throw s on tho 
tr a n s itio n stage fro m the paleolithic 
to the neolithic periods, but in the as­ 
su ran ce it gives to archaeologists th a t 
m aterial still exists from which the 
history of tills long past period can be 
reconstructed. 
T he skeleton w as found in tho course 
of 
excavation 
work. 
It 
lay 
in 
a 
stratu m of brick earth, w ith four over­ 
laying strata, the lines of w hich w ere 
on broken and undisturbed, 
it w as 
evident th a t the four upper strata had 
l»een form ed since tho hum an rem ains 
w ere deposited. 


E xperts Interested. 
{Subsequent discoveries threw light 
on the probable period nt which the 
burial was made. 
They included char­ 
red wood, bones and a num ber of w ork­ 
ed flints. 
E xperts exam ined tho flints, which 
belonged to an indeterm inate class oc­ 
curring both in late paleolithic and 
early neolithic tim es. 
Animal bones

Baltim ore.—Recent Investigations in 
ttfe laboratories of the Johns H opkins 
Medical school seem to indicate a state 
interm ediate betw een life and death, 
since life in m any organism s may be 
suspended by freezing in liquid air and 
by other processes and then may be 
resuscitated. 
Bacteria, the low est plant organism s, 
have enormous pow ers of resisting 
death. 
B acteria of various diseases 
are seen In the laboratory frozen in 
liquid air a t a tem perature of 300 de­ 
grees F. 
T here nro instances of the lives of 
frogs, rats, snails and fish being sus­ 
pended by this freezing process, yet on 
being “thaw ed out” after several w eeks 
they revive. 
These anim als are perfectly norm al 
w hen placed in a refrigerating ja r fill­ 
ed w ith liquid air nt a certain tem pera­ 
ture. 
A fter a short tim e tho anim als 
appear lifeless. 
A m onth later they 
are removed and on In'lng m assaged 
show signs of life, often reviving com ­ 
pletely. 
Recently 
successful 
efforts 
w ere 
m ade in the medical school to revive 
tho nppnrvntly dead heart of an ani­ 
mal. 
As explained by Dr. Alexia Car 
rel, who recently lectured before the 
student body hen;, in about five cases 
out of ten tbo heart of a chicken took 
on renew ed energy several hours after 
death. 
Im m ediately nfter death the 
heart w as frozen and preserved.

few hours later It w as resuscitated by 
massage.

Indicates as Much. 


IT WAS BURIED AGES AGO. 


C hirred 
Wood, 
Worked 
Flint 
and 
Bones of Animala Found With tho 
Skeleton— May Be Relics of the Late 
Pleistocene Period—-Teeth Are Very 
Much Worn. 


T he discovery of a prehistoric hu­ 
m an skeleton In England m ay throw 
rnnch light on a very obscure period 
in the form ation of the world and the 
developm ent of civilization. 
The skel­ 
eton w as found near the village of 
H ailing, on the w est bank of the Med­ 
way. 
H ow it 
w as 
unearthed and 
w hat value it may have in th e solution 
of certain problem s w as explained re­ 
cently a t a m eeting of the fellows of 
the Royal Anthropological institute. 
The Im portance of the discovery lies 
not in th e actual light it throw s on the 
transition stage from the paleolithic 
to the neolithic periods, but in tile as­ 
surance it gives to archaeologists th a t 
m aterial still exists from which tile 
history of this long past period can lie 
Pm-ons tructed. 
The skeleton w as found in tho course 
of excavation 
work. 
It 
lay 
in 
a 
stratu m o f brick earth, w ith four over­ 
laying stra ta , tho lines of which w ere 
unbroken and undisturbed. 
It was 
evident th a t the four upper strata had 
been form ed since tho hum an rem ains 
w ere dejiosltod. 
Experts Interested. 
Subsequent discoveries threw light 
on the probable period at which the 
burin! w as made. 
They included char­ 
red wood, bones and a num ber of work­ 
ed flints. 
E xperts exam ined tho flints, which 
belonged to an indeterm inate class oc­ 
curring l»oth in late paleolithic and 
early neolithic times. 
Animal bones 
th a t we: » found Oro assigned to the 
sn me (lute. 
O ne expert expressed the opinion 
th a t the brick earth in w hich the skele­ 
ton was found belongs to a late pleisto­ 
cene font attoA. 
In the corresponding 
terrace on the opposite side of the val­ 
ley the rem ains of pleistocene anim als 
occur, and it m ay be inferred th at the 
br1< k earth In which the skeleton was 
found 1< of like age. 
Very little Is known of the English 
people at this transitional period. The 
T ilbury rem ains, which were found in 
I8NS1 at a depth of thirty-four feet, 
w ere usually regarded as the solitary 
representative of the Englishm en of 
th e j»erlod. 
T he brick earths at n ailin g are con­ 
st tenthly older than the form ations at 
Tilbury. 
Professor Keith has found, 
however, close resem blance between 
the n ailin g and the Tilbury men. Both 
w ere strongly built, sm all men about 
five feet four inches In stature. 


Head Well Formed. 
The H ailing m an had a brain capac­ 
ify little above the modem average for 
such a head. The head Is well form ed, 
w ith no traces of the great esrerhang- 
ing brow ridges which characterize the 
N eanderthal skulk 
As was the case w ith tho Tilbury 
skull, the teeth of the n ailin g man are 
m uch worn. 
Most of the m olar teeth 
were lost prem aturely through disease. 
T he disease, however, was not th at 
which affects the teeth of modern civ­ 
ilized rat es — namely, caries — but ab- 
w esnes formed at the roots as a result 
o f overw ear of the teeth, w ith exi»o- 
•u re of the pulp cavities.

Tests Tend to Show a Statu 


This Side ot Death. 


Baltim ore.—Recent investigations in 
life laboratories of the Johns Hopkins 
Medical school seem to indicate a state 
interm ediate t>etvroen life and death, 
since life In m any organism s may be 
suspended by freezing In liquid air and 
by other processes and then may be 
resuscitated. 
Bacteria, the lowest plant organism s, 
have enormous pow ers of resisting 
death. 
Bacteria of various diseases 
are seen in the laboratory frozen in 
liquid air at a tem perature of SGO de­ 
grees F. 
T here are instances of the lives of 
frogs, rats, snails and fish being sus­ 
pended by this freezing process, yet on 
being “thaw ed out” afte r several weeks 
they revive. 
These anim als are perfectly normal 
when placed in a refrigerating Jar fill­ 
ed w ith liquid air at a certain tem pera­ 
ture. 
A fter a short tim e tho animals 
appear lifeless. 
A m onth later they 
ore removed and on being massaged 
show signs of life, often reviving com­ 
pletely. 
Recently 
successful 
efforts 
were 
m ade in the medical school to revive 
tho apparently dead heart of an ani­ 
mal. 
As explained by Dr. Alexia C ar­ 
rel, who r**cently lectured before the 
student body here, in about five cnsos 
out of ten tho heart of a chicken took 
on renewed energy several hours after 
death. 
Im m ediately after death the 
heart w as frozen and preserved.

massage.
